Only 87 of 140 Ketchum Lots Are 
Sold at Special Auction Monday 

HAILEY. Sept. 16— Orily 87 of the 140 unpatented lota in Ketchum were sold at the 
public auction conducted Monday by the bureau of land management here. Of the re- 
maining 53, 22 were withheld and 31 will be reappraised by the bureau and aold at pri- 
vato sales, officials of the bureau announced at the close of the sale. 

The 31 unsold lots were put up for sale Monday but no bids were submitted. The 140 
iota are a part of the 812 original lota in Ketchum. Many of the original lots were not 
patented and in 1940 the bureau ruled that preferential rights could be filed by claimants 
and gave three years to 
prove such rights. 

Fed persons took advan- 
tage of the offer, however, 
and in 1945, 323 lots still re- 
mained unpatented. The 
deadline was extended five 
years and in 1950 there still 
were 140 lots unpatented. 

The atmosphere In the Blaine 
county courthouse, scene cl the auc- 
tion, was electric with tension 
among 300 prospective buyers, some 
standing lor the want ot seata. 

Many had made Improvements 
and paid taxes upon the land they 
sought to buy and expressed resent- 
ment ol compeUtlve bidding.

Certain responsible Americans are not go- 
ing to qondone corruption. But it is con- 
ceivable that millions ol voters may decide 
that Inflation or peace la a matter of greater 
moment, and may choose the man they be- 
lieve win do most on ttl&t~7core. 

But If, Jjy chance, corruption is an Issue 
that bulks vety large In the public mind to- 
day, there Is one point the ordinary citizen 
ought to realize about It. An outsider is more 
likely to do a thorough cleanup Job than an 
Insider, or someone related In any fashion 
to an Insider. 

This assumes, naturally, that the outsider 
does the Job hts detachment allows him. If 
he falls down on It, his peculiar advantage 
Is quickly lost. 

It Is much more difficult for the Insider or 
his political relative to sweep clean. Take . 
the case of the latter, since that \a what we 
have this time in Governor Stevenson, Con- 
cede to him the best and most honorable 
Intentions toward eradicating corruption In 
Washington. He atUI will operate under some 
very real and very human handicaps. 

Uodoubtedly he would attack with vigor 
the worst offenders, no matter where the 
chips fell. He might even go fairly far afield 
In unearthing the roots of the wrongdoing. 

But If the evils proved really widespread 
—perhaps much more general than la now 
apparent or Imagined— how far could he 
reasonably be expected to go? He -might find 
that he was striking at the very founda- 
tions of his party, putting in Jeopardy the 
reputations of men who helped elect him, 
or were friends of those who did. 

The natural instincts of political self- 
preservation are strong, and they .would 
work against exhaustive prosecution of evil 
In such an event. 

In the end, the voters may decide they 
will be quite happy with the sort of clean- 
up they could get from Stevenson. But they 
should understand the difference between 
what he can reasonably do and what his 
Republican opponent might do.

REBUFFEDi^everal months ago. Sen. Thomas C. 
Hennlnns, Jr., Missouri, benan to make demands for 
publication of the survey.

Including Dyke OuUum, a 
Washington trader In commodities. 
Nbt'Jfamed 
Cullum was not named as a de- 
fendant In the Indictment. 

Conviction upon the conspiracy 
charge could carry a maximum 
penalty of five yean Imprlionment 
and 110,000 fine. 

The government said, the purpose 
of the conspiracy was' to give the 
XgypUan dealer an .advantage In 
offering cotton for sale. 



MOSCOW, Sept. la nn— Russii'h
